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THE Board of Managers of the 
Baptist General Convention have 
again the pleasure of presenting 
to the friends of the cause of the 
Lord Jesus, particularly to the 
members of safti Convention, and 
to ‘the Baptist Associations and 
evangelic Societies throughout 
the Union, a statement of what 
God has been pleased to accom- 
plish, by their instrumentality, 
during the progress of another 
year: a year which he has conde- 
scended to “ crown with his good- 
ness;”’ “his paths have dropt fat- 
ness, and the hills rejoice on every 
side.” 

The extracts from the minutes 
of. the Board, in the present Re- 
port, will be found to contain 
many particulars relative to the 
mission stations, which the limits 
of this Address are not able to 
embrace. Some general facts, 
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however, it will be proper here to 
exhibit. 

The Burman mission continues 
to be favoured of the Lord. The 
deportment of the converts cor- 
responds with their profession. 
“1 have no reason,’ Mr. Judson 
says, “ to complain of the conduct 
of any.” Another native convert 
has been added to the church. One 
of the converts, Moung Shwa-ba, 
is, probably, by the present time, 
called to the ministry, and another 
seems solemnly desiring the same 
office. The translation has pro- 
ceeded so far as to include the 
Gospel and Epistles of John, the 
Acts of the Apostles, and the 
Epistle to the Ephesians. In- 
quirers continue to visit the zayat. 
The Siamese war, which excited 
many apprehensions for the safety 
of the mission, is probably dis- 
continued. | 
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The extreme indisposition of 
the excelmt Mrs. Judson, has 
rendered a-voyage indispensa- 
ble. No prospect whatever ex- 
isted of her recovery, in case of 
her continuance in Asia. She was 
desirous of visiting America, her 
native land. Not being able to 
obtain a passage, she has sailed 
for England, under circumstances 
that will incur but little expense 
to the Convention, perhaps none 
at all. For this happy arrange- 
ment thanks are due to the auspi- 
cious and generous assistance of 
the Rev. Mr. Thomason and lady, 
of Calcutta. She has under her 
care, the Board has learned, on 
the passage, four children, who 
have gone to Great Britain to 
obtain their education under the 
fostering charge of the celebrated 
Mr. Wilberforce. Should our sis- 
ter’s health be recovered by the 
voyage, she will return immedi- 
ately to India. If not, the Board 
encourage her visiting America. 
The path of Divine Providence 
is often in the deep waters; but, 
though mysterious to mortals, is 
always wise and gracious. Prayer 
will not cease to ascend, that she 
may be restored to the arms of 
her invaluable husband, and that 
they may together point the Bur- 
mans to the Lamb of God. The 
Board are gratified with the ex- 
pectation that Mr. Hough is again 
at Rangoon. They have. heard 
from Dr. Price of his arrival there, 
‘and hope that the same gracious 


hand that protected himself and 


family on the great waters, will 
render his residence in the thither 
India a blessing to thousands. His 
talents as a physician have begun 
to be appreciated. 

The intelligence which the Board 
has received from Mr. Colman, is 
calculated to encourage the la- 
bours and prayers of ali who are 
waiting for the coming and king- 
dom of Christ. At Cox’s Bazar, | 








a village of Arracan, containing a 
population of 30,000, where the 
Burman language is spoken, bro. 
ther C. will probably fix himself. 
A building, whose cost is $200, 
is, before the present time, finish- 
ed for his accommodation. Two 
circumstances are peculiarly en- 
couraging. Arracan is divided 
from Burmah, only by a narrow 
river; amd, through all the coun- 
try, freedom of religious inquiry 
is permitted. The Board has or. 
dered the above sum to be paid, 
and most sincerely hope that the 
labours of their beloved mission- 
ary and his companion, will plea- 
santly mingle wiffthose of any 
missionary brother, who may put 
his hand to the plough on the same 
soil, from the mission establish- 
ment at Serampore. 

The mission station at the Val- 
ley Towns continues to prosper. 
Several families, including twenty- 
six persons, have, in the course of 
the year, removed thither; among 
other of its excellent members is 
the Rev. Mr. Roberts, a brother 
in whose piety, zeal and prudence, 
the Board have the highest confi- 
dence. The place of Mr. Dawson, 
in the Indian school, who has re- 
tired from the mission, appears 
to be well supplied by Mr. Evan 
Jones, who has had considerable 
experience in the profession of a 
teacher. A freshet, occasioned by 
excessive rains, a few weeks ago, 
did considerable injury to the mills 
which the Board has had erected 
there. They will soon be repaired. 

For several very satisfactory 
reasons suggested to the Board by 
brother M‘Coy, it has been re- 
solved, that the station at Fort 
Wayne be removed into the Mi- 
chigan Territory, about 50 miles 
north of its present site. The Pu- 
tawatomies, a numerous tribe of 
Indians, have offered Mr. M‘Coy 
one mile square of land in the bo- 
som of their settlement, for a mis- 
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sionary plantation, in addition to 
$1000 a year, secured to them for 
fifteen years by the general govern- 
ment, for the support of a teacher 
and blacksmith, both of whom 
may be chosen by the Board. The 
Ottoways and Miamis, it is ex- 
pected, will, afford equal assist- 
ance. The Board have instructed 
brother M‘Coy to look out for suit- 
able persons to labour among them. 
Brother Hill has left this station, 
in consequence of the advanced 
age and indisposition of his fa- 
ther. A brother from the Baptist 
church of Merion, Pennsylvania, 
of the name of Clyde, and who is 
acquainted with the business of the 
weaver and the farmer, has, with 
his family, been sent out to Fort 
Wayne, and will continue his ser- 
vices in the new situation. The 
Rev. John Sears, of New York, a 
ministering brother of promising 
talents, has solicited and received 
the approbation of the Board, to 
become an auxiliary of brother 
M‘Coy. In a few weeks he ex- 
pects to commence his journey. 
The expense attendant on the 
support of these stations has been 
heavy beyond expectation, but not 
beyond the example of similar in- 
stitutions. It is believed that the 
drafts on the Board will continue 
to diminish, until the stations shall 
become able to support them- 
selves. The Rev. George Evans 
has been employed, and it is be- 
lieved with advantage, in collect- 
ing provisions and other articles 
for the mission. About 120 Indian 
children, male and female, are at 
the present time receiving from the 
Board a constant supply of cloth- 
ing and food, and are educated 
with care and kindness. The Board 
cannot suppress their most sin- 
cere gratitude, for the boxes of 
clothing, and other articles for the 
comfort of the Indian children, 
supplied by their respected fe- 
male friends, whose example, it 








is hoped, will excite others to the 
same course of pious beneficence. 
Considerable quantities of gar- 
ments have been transmitted by 
the Female Baltimore Mission 
Society, the Fayette-street Female 
Mission Society of New York, 
and the ladies of the society under 
the pastoral care of the Rev. Mr. 
Bolles, of Salem, Massachusetts. 
In the course of the current year 
the Board are anticipating the 
pleasure of seeing established a 
mission for the purposes of Indian 
reform and salvation among the 
Creeks, by the benevolent efforts 
of the co-operating associations 
in Georgia, and another near the 
Lead Mines, in Illinois, through 
the instrumentality of the Rev. 
Mr. Ficklin, and the exertions of 
the brethren in Kentucky. For 
an ability to assist these infant 
stations, and conduct to maturity 
those that for several years have 
been in operation, the Board has 
to rely, under a Divine blessing, 
on the subscriptions and dona- 
tions which individuals and soci- 
eties shall succeed in obtaining. 

The Oneida mission, in the state 
of New York, who testified their 
desire, at the last Convention, of 
acting in co-operation with the 
Board, having stated to them, by 
their respected brother, elder 
John Peck, president of the Ha- 
milton Mission Society in New 
York, the deficiency of their funds, 
the Board, with sincere pleasure, 
voted $300 to assist in the object 
before them. 

The coloured brethren in Afri- 
ca were well, when their last com- 
munication arrived. They are con- 
stituted into a regular church, and 
are probably, at this time, settled 
on the island of Yonee, in the vi- 
cinity of Sierra Leone. The chief 
of the Island will, it is expected, 
afford them encouragement and 
protection. 

The Cotumpian CoLiece in the 
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District of Columbia, which has 
risen under the auspices of the 
Board, and more especially by the 
unwearied labours of their much- 
valued Agent, the Rev, Luther 
Rice, is now in operation. The 
theological department, in which 
are twelve young brethren, ap- 
proved and sent out to the minis- 
try by the churches, was removed 
from Philadelphia to Washington 
in September last. On the 9th of 
January, in the present year, the 
President, Professors, and Tutors 
were solemnly inducted, by the 
President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, into their respective offices, 
and the classical department was 
—_— on the second Wednesday 
of the same month. The Board 
had the pleasure of visiting the 
Institution, and were gratified with 
the boldness, convenience, and ele- 
gance of the College edifice, situ- 
ated on one of the most healthy 
eminences in the Union, and with 
the high literary character of the 
instructors, and the steady dili- 
gence and amiable subordination 
of the several classes. Since the 
commencement of the ;ear Pro- 
fessor Woods has been engaged in 
obtaining subscriptions and dona- 
tions for the College, in several of 
the southern states. His success 
has transcended expectation. The 
Board anticipate with satisfaction 
the voyage which brother Rice 
and himself are enceuraged to 
make to Europe, with the hope of 
increasing the mission and educa- 
tion funds, and of procuring a 
Library and Philosophical Appa- 
ratus, 

Brother Rice is again, unani- 
mously, and with the glow of af- 
fectionate gratitude, elected Agent 
of the Board, and commended to 
the care of a gracious Providence, 
and to the bounteous attentions of 
all who take pleasure in well-doing. 

The Board ackaowledge, with 
a thankful sense of the goodness

moke, Accomac county, Virginia, 
and a considerable sum, not ye 
fully ascertained, from Sylveste; 
Tolman, of Scituate, in Massa. 
chusetts. oer they have 
cause for gratitude for the libera! 
legacy of their deceased brother, 
John Withington, of New York, 
who has devised $10,000 to the 
Foreign Mission, subject to a con- 
dition which, it is believed, will 
not affect the bequest, and $5009 
to the Columbian College ; mak- 
ing, at the same time, the College 
the residuary legatee. The Lord 
grant that so bright an example 
may excite holy emulation. The 
apostolic charge to the “rich in 
this world” ought ever to be re- 
membered, “ that they do good, 
that they be rich in good works, 
ready to distribute, willing to 
communicate.” 

The year past bas been a year 
of signal mercy. “ The Lord hath 
looked down from the height of 
his sanctuary.” He has crowned 
the endeavours of the Board with 
his blessing. They would offer 
the tribute of thanksgiving to His 
name, and solicit their brethren 
and iriends to unite with them. 
“QO praise the Lord, al] ye nations; 
praise him, all ye people; for his 
merciful kindness is great towards 
us, and the truth of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever.”

TO THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY 
QF THE CONVENTION. 


Washington, D. C. April 25, 1822. 
VERY DEAR SIR, 


Some account of the labours of another 
year, with their effects, and the prog- 
pects that open in view of them, in the 
service of the General Convention, it 
becomes my duty now to present. 
Considerable time was unavoidably 
occupied, after the Annual Meeting last 








spring, in assisting the preparation of 
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the Annual Report; particularly in ar- 
ranging, and bringing up to that period, 
the mass of missionary, and other ac- 
counts, belonging to this agency. Not 
less time was then necessarily occupied 
in attending to the business of the change 
of the Treasurer, and transfer of proper- 
ty,—the arrangements for removing the 
Theological School to Washington,—and 
the procuring of a charter of incorpora- 
tion for the Convention. Immediately 
after this, having made a short excursion 
into Virginia, the missionary concerns 
required a visit to the eastward. In that 
tour, your accompanying services were 
rendered, manifestly, in a high degree 
beneficial to the cause. 

In visiting the New York Association, 
the Hudson River, the Worcester, the 
Sturbridge, the Warren, the Boston, the 
Woodstock, the Hartford, the Rensselaer- 
ville, and the New London Associations, 
it was not a little gratifying to observe 
the zeal which was manifested for promot- 
ing the spread of the gospel, for allevi- 
ating the miserable condition of the ab- 
origines of this country, and for improv- 
ing the state of education in the minis- 
try. Females were encouraged to aid 
the school establishments among the In- 
dians, by providing articles of clothing ; 
and, in this way, there is reason to cal- 
culate on much being done. The Female 
Society in Baltimore, having beer for- 
ward in this matter from the first, goes 
on prosperously still. In Salem, Massa- 
chusetts, in Philadelphia also, and in 
other places, much zeal for this object 
has been displayed. 

A circumstance, which your goodness 
will excuse me for mentioning here, af- 
forded particular satisfaction. Several 
of the associations recommended, that 
measures should be adopted for the reli- 
gious observance of the Fourth of July ; 
and, in some instances, it has been re- 
commended that collections be made on 
that day, for the benefit of the Indians. 

The missionary spirit, in various places, 
is evidently gaining ground. In Beau- 
fort, South Carolina, much animation on 
the subject exists. A female society has 
been formed in Richmond county, North 
Carolina, under circumstances that pro- 
mise usefulness. This was effected by the 
zeal and piety of a solitary female ; and if 
but one such female could be found in eve- 
ry church, hundreds of similar societies 
might be originated, and an incalculable 
sum of good accomplished. In Danville, 
Virginia, also, is the prospect of the 
formation of 2 female society soon. How 
many others have been orginated the 








year past, cannot here be stated; be. 
sides those, more especially, for the pur- 
oses of the education of the ministry. 
The general system of education set 
on foot by the Convention, is moving 
regularly forward. In the purchase of 
the ground, the erection of buildings, 
and actual operations of the Institution, 
about fifty thousand dollars have been 
expended. The regular classical course, 
the theological department, and the 
preparatory school, are in operation. 
The other departments, to make up 
what belongs to a complete University, 
will be brought forward as soon as prac- 
ticable. The prospects, by the blessing 
of the Lord, are highly favourable.. This 
concern has, of course, occupied a very 
considerable portion of my time and la- 
bours the past year. And it-has been 
particularly gratifying to observe the iu- 
crease of a favourable countenance to- 
wards this object. This has been mani- 
fested, not only in ihe legacy of $5000, 
by the late excellent. Witaineton of 
New York, besides the residue of his 
property when other legacies are paid, 
and in the liberal subscriptions of many, 
in various places; but the females, par- 
ticularly in Richmond, and elsewhere, 
have provided articles of clothing, and 
contributed funds, for the special bene- 
fit of the indigent theological students. 
Several of the young ministers of the 
Institution are without any resources of 
their own; nor have the Board any 
funds, applicable to the object of their 
support. It is to be hoped, also, that 
more will soon be admitted; and al- 
though considerable debt exists already, 
on this account, I hope no individual 
will be rejected for want of funds. Such 
are the necessities of the churches, that 
it is far better, in my opinion, to increase 
this item of debt, than to check tue 
progress of improvement of young mi- 
nistering brethren. Meantime, it is cer- 
tainly very desirable that the churches, 
and the whole community, in fact, should 
be roused to this momentous concern. 
The system of domestic missionary 
operations, determined on at the last 
Annual Meeting, has not yet become so 
extended as could have been wished. 
Several of the missionaries appointed by 
the Board, have not entered upon the 
service at all; others have done well. 
The Rev. Peter Chase has laboured with 
effect in Vermont, as the communications 
from him will inform the Board. The 
Rev. George Evans has aided the Fort 
Wayne Mission ; but from him, and from 
the Rev. Spencer Clack, who passed 
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through a part of Virginia, Tennessce, 
and Kentucky, no distinct report has 
been received. The Rev. John C. Har- 
rison laboured a while in Virginia; with 
what degree of success his report will 
give ample information. The Rev. Na- 
than Harned was engaged a short time 
in the mountains of Pennsylvania. 

From the prospects of the formation 
of a State Convention in South Carolina, 
having in contemplation to send part of 
their funds to the General Convention, 
and employ a part in their own region— 
x similar project on foot in Georgia, and 
-n New York—the probability, perhaps, 
that the General Meeting of Virginia, 
and that of North Carolina, may adopt 
the same plan,—it is not unlikely that 
domestic missions, except among the 
Indians, or along the frontiers, will even- 
tally be conducted chiefly by those State 
Conventions or Societies. But till the 
rival of that period, it will undoubtedly 
be useful for the Board to employ, when- 
ever they can obtain suitable persons, 
.uissionaries under the general system of 
Jomestic missionary operations. 

The publishing committee have judg- 
ed it adviseable to issue the Latter Day 
Luminary monthly, and to issue the Co- 
Jumbian Star weekly. These two, the 








former at $2, and the latter at $3 per an- 


num, it is designed shall be so conducted 
as to exhibit the complete scope of lite- 
rary, scientific, religious, missionary, and 
general intelligence. The prospect of 
an extensive circulation, ultimately, and 
of considerable profit to the funds of the 
Convention, is promising. 

A particular statement of funds re- 
ceived the year past, for missionary and 
education purposes, and of expenses 
incurred in the various services of the 
year, will be furnished on a separate 
paper. A full account of all the sub- 
scriptions for the Columbian College 
cannot, for want of time, and because 
those obtained by Professor Woods, and 
some others, have not been communi- 
cated, be made out for this year’s Report, 
.but may be confidently expected next 
spring. The Table of Associations will 
be prepared as usual. 

My health has continued unimpaired ; 
and I beg leave, in closing this commu- 
nication, to express the devout sense of 
gratitude to Almighty God, with which 
I ought to be penetrated for his un- 
speakable mercies.

SUBSTANCE OF THE MINUTES OF THE BOARD, 


AT THEIR ANNUAL MEETING, 


Held, by appointment, at the Meeting House of the First Baptist Church, Washingtor. 
City, commencing on Wednesday, April 24, 1822.

Ministering brethren present were in- 
vited to a seat, as was also Mr. William 
Ruggles, tutor in the Columbian Col. 
lege. 

The minutes of the last Annual Mect- 
ing, and of all subsequent meetings of the 
Board, were read, and brethren Peck- 
worth, Healey, and Stokes appointed to 
examine them, and see if there appear- 
ed any circumstance, or subject, on 
which it would be necessary that the 
Board should act during the present 
session. 

Very interesting communications were 
| read from Mr. and Mrs. Judson, as were 
| also two Ictters from brother Price, ac- 
companied with a journal of his voyage 
from Salem, Massachusctts, to Calcutta. 








A pleasing letter was read from Mr. 
;, Colman, of Chittagong. 
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A committee, consisting of brethren 
Staughton, Brown, and Cone, was ap- 
pointed to take into consideration all the 
communications from the Eastern Mis- 
sions. 

Letters from the brethren at the Val- 
ley Towns were read, and referred to a 
committee, consisting of brethren Bene- 
dict, Stokes, and Reynolds. 

A letter from brother M‘Coy was read, 
covering a detailed account of receipts, 
expenditures, &c. at the Fort Wayne sta- 
tion. The subject was referred to a com- 
mittee consisting ofbrethren M‘Laughlin, 
Chase, and Cushman. 

A letter was read from Silas M. Noel, 
Esq. Kentucky, relative to the estab- 
ishment of a new Indian school, which 
was referred to brethren Staughton and 
Rice. 

A committee, consisting of brethren 
Allison, Staughton, and Rice, was ap- 
pointed on the subject of the African 
mission. 

Brethren Staughton, Rice, and Brown 
were appointed a committee on the 
general system of domestic missionary 
operations. 


The committee appointed to review 
the minutes, reported : 


That they had not observed any thing 
in the minutes of the last vear, other than 
what has been referred to the different 
committees, which requires the attention 
of the Board, with the exception of the 
continuance of the Agency of brother 
Rice,—and the measures to be taken in 
reference to the theological students. 





The committee to whom was referred 
the communications from the missions in 
the East, reported : 

ist. That they have received two Bur- 
inan tracts from Mr. Judson : tract No. 2. 
being a catechism for children, second 
edition, comprising 1000 copies; and 
tract No. 3, being tract No. 1. revised 
ind enlarged, or a View of the Christian 
Religion, in four parts, viz. historical, 

ractical, preceptive, and devotional ; 
first edition, 5000 copics. The commit- 
tee earnestly hope these tracts may fully 
answer the pious design for which they 
were composed and circulated. 
_ 2d. The committee have perused the 
journal of Mr. Judson, and rejoice to find 
that the converts have hitherto walked 
worthy of their high vocation; that a 
twelfth Burman has been baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jesus; and that the 
number of inquirers scems to be increzs- | 








ing. It affords them pleasure to learn, 
that the Gospel and Epistles cf John, the 
Acts of the Apostles, and the Epistle to 
the Ephesians, are translated into the 
Burman language, and trust that the 
time is not distant, when the Burmans 
shall read, in the whole of the inspired 
writings, the wonderful works of God. 
They cordially approve the whole course 
of conduct which Mr. Judson has pur- 
sued, and hope that the prayers of thou- 
sands will continue to ascend for his 
growing success. 

3d. The committee most affection- 
ately sympathize with Mr. Judson in the 
affliction which he has been called to 
experience, by the departure of his ex- 
cellent wife from Rangoon; they trust 
the separation will prove only a tempo- 
rary one. They concur with the senti. 
ment of her physicians, and of brethren 
Carey and Marshman, that for the re- 
moval of her severe indisposition a dis- 
tant voyage had become necessary. 

Insuperable impediments presenting 
themselves to her visiting her native 
land, it affords them pleasure to learn, 
that through the kind assistance of the 
Rev. Mr. Thomason and lady, of Calcutta, 
she has procured a passage to England, 
at very little expense to the Board. To 
the affectionate attentions of the mission- 
ary brethren in England they respectful- 
ly commend her. Should not our sister’s 
health be improved, agreeably to the 
expectations indulged by brother Jud- 
son, herself, and her friends, notwith- 
standing her solicitude to return to Ran- 
goon, the committee recommend her 
visiting America. They advise, that $300 
be immediately transmitted to England 
for her use, and that she be authorized 
to draw upon the Board for such further 
sums as her discretion may dictate, and 
her exigencies require. 

th. The committee recommend, that 
the substance of the journal of Dr. Price 
from his native country to Calcutta, be 
published. They consider the gratitude 
of the Board due to the brethren there, 
and at Serampore, for the Christian hos- 
pitality with which he was received and 
treated. By a lettcr under date Ran- 
goon, Dec. i4, 1821, they are informed 
of his safe arrival at that place. The 
committee are pleased with the zcal he 
manifests for the salvation of the Bur- 
mans, and pray that he may ‘prove 2 
blessing to the mission family, and to 
thousands of the benighted worshippers 
of Gaudama. 





5th. The committee are gratified to 
find, that at the date of the last commu 
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nications to the Board from Calcutta, | 
brother Heugh was on the eve of sailing | 
for Rangoon; they trust he may prove a 
blessing to the station there. 

6th. The committee have been grati- 
fied by a letter from brother Colman, 
dated Chittagong, Aug. 13, 1821. The 
prospect of usefulness opening to him at 
Cox’s Bazar, one of the Aracanese vil- 
lages, containing a population of at least 
30,000, is highly pleasing ; particularly 
as Aracan is divided from Burmah only 
by a small river, over which portions of 
the scriptures and tracts may be easily 
transmitted. They approve of the plan 
of charity schools for the instrvction of 
the children of the poor, and recommend 
that as brother Colman has put up a 
building at. the expense of $200, for 
the accommodation of his family, that 
sum be voted by the Board for the pur- 
pose of defraying said expense. The 
committee are pleased with the piety 
and zeal of brother Colman, and trust 
that the exertions of the Board, and of 
our Serampore brethren, may be main- 
tained with delightful harmony, and be 
crowned with the blessing of the Re- 
deemer. The committee recommend, 
that the Corresponding Secretary be in- 
structed to address a letter of thanks, in 
the name of the Board, to E. Lee Warner, 
Esq. judge of Chittagong, owing princi- 
pally to whose influence a government 
license has been obtained, and the pri- 
vilege granted of erecting a house at 
Cox’s Bazar. 

7th. The committee are gratified with 
the readiness of the brethren at Calcutta 
to officiate as our Agents, and strongly 
recommend, that there be constantly 
maintained a balance in their hands; 
and that, by the first opportunity, the 
sum of $3000 be remitted to brother 
Lawson, to be by him deposited, agree- 
ably 'to the arrangement of the brethren 
there, in the hands of Messrs. Mackin- 
tosh & Co, for missionary use. 

8th. The committee have carefully 
examined the Account Current of the 
missionary brethren at Serampore, up to 
April 30, 1821; from which it appears 
that there was, at that date, a balance in 
their hands of $708, in favour of the 
Board. By an envelope, covering said 
account, under date of June 28, 1821, it 
appears that this balance had become re- 
duced to something less than $150. The 
committee conceive the thanks of the 
Board are due to Messrs. Carey, Marsh- 
inan, and Ward, for their frequent and 
affectionate attentions to our missiona- 








ty concerns. 


The committee on the subject of the 
Valley Towns mission among the Che- 
rokee Indians, reported : 

That, having examined the various 
papers put into their hands with refer- 
ence to this establishment, they found al! 
the expenses which have arisen during 
the past year, at this important and pro- 
mising station, minutely, and to all ap- 
pearance, correctly stated ; and, alfhough 
the sum total of the expenditures is con- 
siderably large, yet, as many of them 
have been incurred for buildings of va- 
rious kinds, for the accommodation of 
the family, schools, &c. for clearing an: 
fencing land, for erecting a grist-mil! 
and saw-mill, and for the purchase of 
stock and farming utensils; we may 
calculate for the future, that while the 
amount of good will be increased, from 
the profits and advantages of these im- 
provements, the yearly expenses wiil be 
considerably diminished. 

They are much pleased to learn, by a 
communication from brother Roberts, 
that the mission family, consisting of 
twenty-six persons, under the patronage 
of this Board, by the good Providence 
of God, and the kind attentions of a 
Christian public, was conducted from 
Philadelphia to its destination, a distance 
of about 800 miles, with an actual expense 
to the Board of no more than $3 64 cts. 

They are sorry to learn, by a late com- 
munication, the injury which the mills 
have sustained by a freshet ; and recom- 
mend the appropriation of a sum sufli- 
cient to repair them. 

And, as a number of favourable open- 
ings are found for schools, in the neigh- 
bourhood of this station, it is recom- 
mended that they be occupied, as soon 
as practicable, upon principles of pru- 
dence and economy. 

The committee suggest that, as by the 
recent emigration of the mission family, 
above referred to, in addition to that of 
brother Posey, besides the Indian youth 
connected with the school, a large set- 
tlement has become dependant on the 
Board for their support, it should be re- 
commended to them to pursue-a very 
careful and economical course, with re- 
spect to these pitiful and deplorable 
children of nature; and to bring under 
obligation, as far as possible, all whom 
they undertake to feed and clothe and 
instruct, whether old or young, to live 
among them, till they may be sufficient- 
ly instructed and civilized to spread 4 
salutary influence on their own nation, 
among whom they may afterwards asso- 
erate.” 
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The committee are sensible, that all 
new attempts of this kind must be ex- 
pensive ; but recommend retrenchment 
as far as compatible with the successful 
prosecution of the main objects of the 
mission. They anticipate the period as 
not far distant, when the Indian shall be 
brought, not only to unite with white 
men in the worship of God, but to co- 


operate with them in the business of |) 


agriculture and trade; and when this, 
with other stations of the same kind 
among the untutored sons of the forest, 
instead of depending on missionary finds 
for their support, shall become flourish- 
ing scttlements, where the worship of 
the true God shall be maintained, and 
where the refinements of civilized soci- 
ety shall be enjoyed. They conceive it 
the duty of this Board to instruct their 
missionaries armong the Indians, to have 


their minds fixed upon this desirable eb- | 


ject; and to lay all their plans, in their 








iatercourse among them, in such a man- | 
ner as to attain it as soon as possible. | 
Then, the settlements which are now 


forming with great labour and expense, 
will become auxiliaries to other and 
remoter efforts; and red men and white 
men shall unite together to carry the 


gospel, and the blessings of civilized life, | 
to the dark and distant regions of the | 
West,—until the rocky mountains shall | 


vesound with harmony and praise, and 
the shores of the Pacific shall be the 


only boundary of this wide sweep of | 


civilization and Christian benevolence. 


It was resolved, That $200 dollars be | 


immediately apprepriated for repairing 
the grist-mill, and rebuilding the saw- 
mill; and that the Corresponding Secre-

The committee on the African Mission 
reported : 

1st. That no very recent information 
has been received from that country ; 
owing, it is believed, to the circumstance 
that opportunities of writing are very 
rare. 

2d. That the last intelligence that has 
arrived announced the purpose of Lot 
Carey and Colin Teage to remove to a 
part of the country, at some distance 
from Sherbro, where the protection and 
countenance of one of the chiefs, it was 
believed, would be obtained. 

3d. That though some providences of 
an afflictive nature have been experi- 
ericed since the arrival of the missiona- 
ries, their personal health has been ge- 
nerally good, and the pleasure and zeal 
they express, in relation to the objects 
before them, are truly pleasing. 

4th. That the committee know not 
of any particular measure, or measures, 
that can be adopted in relation to the 
African brethren; but recommend, that 
the Board attend to their suggestions 
and wishes, and offer them such advice 
and encouragement as circumstances, 
time after time, may require.

tees, the Rev. Alva Woods, Professor, 
soon after his installation, entered on a 
course of solicitation on the behalf of the 
College, for the purpose of procuring 
funds, books, &c.; in which he has been 
very successful, and in which he is still 
engaged.—Every circumstance indicates 
the hand of God in all our operations. 
Daily inquiries show that this College is 
becoming a subject of general notoriety, 
and encourages the hope that it will ra- 
pidly extend its usefulness, and obtain, 
ut no distant day, much greater patronage 
than the hopes of its friends had antici- 
pated. 





The committee appointed to consider 
the subject presented to them in a letter 
from the Rev. S. M. Noel, relative to 2 
school for Indians near the Lead Mines in 
Illinois, on the Mississippi, reported: 

That they contemplate, with pleasure, 
the efforts of their brethren in Kentucky 
for the establishment of such a school as 
the letter refers to, and fervently desire 
that the endeavour may be crowned with 
the blessing of Him who has made of one 
blood all nations, and whose gracious 
approbation ensures the most extensive 
prosperity. 

That although the state of the funds 
of the Board, at the present time, may 
prevent them from making appropria- 
tions towards the object equal to their 
wishes, they should assist to the extent 
of their ability. They most sincerely 
hope that their western brethren will

The Standing Comittee for the pur- 
poses of Education, made to the Board 
the following report, on the state of the 
Institution for improving the Education 
of pious young men called to the minis- 
try, which was adopted. 


Since the last Annual Meeting, at 
which time, it will be recollected, four 
young brethren, having completed a 
course of studies, were dismissed, efgh/ 
others, in similar circumstances, (includ- 
ing one who was then absent,) have, in 
like manner, gone forth to fields of evan- 
gelic labour. 

The number of the students was thus 
reduced, at the time of the Institution’s 
being removed to this place, and be- 
coming the Theological Department of 
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in various stages of improvement, twe/ve 
who have been approved and recom- 
mended by the churches of which they 
are members, as having been called of 
God to the ministry of the gospel. These 
are now pursuing their studies with an 
ardour and a deportment highly gratify- 
ing to their instructors, and worthy of 
their holy calling. Most of these are 
indigent, and look to the education funds 
of the Board of Managers for sustenance, 
in whole or in part. One is laboriously 
and most usefully occupied with the 
charge of the preparatory school; and 
others are cheerfully rendering assist- 
ance in that school, or otherwise exert- 
ing themselves, so far as their situation 
enables them, to lighten the burden of 
their expenses. The cases of all, except 
two, have already been laid before the 
Board. The papers relative to these two 
are now presented. 

One young brother at the College, 
who has been called to the ministry, we 
are gratified in being able to say, is sup- 
ported by the Committee of the Charles- 
ton Baptist Association, §.C. And we 
cannot but express our deep convic- 
tion of its being desirable, on many ac- 
counts, that pious and approved students 
be supported, whenever it is practicable, 
by the churches and education societies 
from whose neighbourhoods they may 
come. 

The accession of our beloved brother, 
the Rev. Alva Woods, to the Faculty, 
since the last Annual Meeting, with the 
prospect of the Institution’s enjoying, 
soon, the-benefit of his example and in- 
structions, calls for’a tribute of fervent 
gratitude to Him who is head over all 
things to the. church, and who is con- 
tinuing his smiles on our feeble attempts 
to enlarge the usefulness of his servants. 

In a short time, it cannot be doubted, 
there will be a very considerable increase 
of the number of students, and of appli- 
cations for pecuniary aid. Our funds are 
exhausted; but from what we have al- 
ready witnessed of the exertions of the 
Agent, the liberality of many of our bre- 
thren, and the accompenying blessing 
of God, we cannot—we dare not—suffer 


ourselves to believe that approved young | 


servants of the Lord, humbly striving to 
cultivate their talents for usefulness, and 
properly recommended, will be forsaken, 
and turned away from the advantages of 
this establishment.

The committee on the subject of Do- 
mestic Missionary Operations reported : 

Ist. That several of the brethren ap- 
pointed as missionaries at the late An- 
nual Meeting, have not yet found it con- 
venient to enter on the services to which 
their attention was invited. 

2d. From the Rev. Peter Chase, who 
was appointed a missionary for the state 
of Vermont, it is ascertained that in the 
discharge of the duties of his appoint- 
ment he had ridden 2800 miles, preached 
131 times, attended 123 meetings, be- 
sides such as conferences, prayer-meet- 
ings, councils, &c.; and attended the 
Fairfield, Manchester, Woodstock, and 
Vermont associations. At Manchester 
Association he assisted in forming a mis- 
sionary society. He has administered 
baptism to between 30 and 40 persons, 
and the Lord’s supper 7 times. The 
amount of collections, about equal to 
the sum of expenses and compensation, 
$69 90 cts. 

3d. The Rev. J. C. Harrison itinerated 
in the service of the Board five months, 
from the Ist of August to the Ist of Ja 
nuary. The sums he collected for the 
Board about equalled his retribution and 
expenditures ; but besides these, he ob- 
tained a subscription of about a thou- 
sand dollars for the use of the Columbia: 
College. 

4th. In the months of August, Septem- 
ber and October last, the Rev. Mr. Har- 
ned performed a missionary tour for nine 
weeks through the interior of the state 
of Pennsylvania, during which time he 
travelled 1000 miles, preached 50 times, 
attended three associations, and collect- 
ed $45 31 cts. which sum about covered 
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The committee remark, that the ne- 
cessity of the general system of domestic 
missionary operations, in the particular 
mode which was last year adopted, will 
probably be soon superseded by the 
establishment of state conventions, simi- 
lar to that, which, at the instance of the 
Rev. Dr. Furman and others, has been 
formed in the state of South Carolina, 
Such a convention, intending to appro- 
priate a part of its funds to the objects 
of the General Convention, and a part 
to domestic endeavours, is about to be 
formed in the state of Georgia, It is 
devoutly wished that similar conventions 
be formed in the other states. 





The Publishing Committce reported : 

That, at the request of many of the 
subscribers to the Latter Day Luminary, 
that publication, with some diminution 
as to the size of each number, is now is- 
sued monthly. The multiplied engage- 
ments of the Agent of the Board have 
hitherto prevented his furnishing « spe-

An additional weekly work has recent- 
ly been commenced, denominated “ The 
Golumbian Star.”? About 800 subscrib- 
ers are already obtained. The commit- 
tee have the pleasure of stating, that 
both these periodical publications are 
experiencing increasing support, and it 
is expected will form an interesting fu- 
ture item in the accounts of the Board,

he sum of expenditures of the Theo- 
logical Institution has not been made 
out, owing to wantoftime. For the year 
before, these expenditures amounted to 
$2631; of which only $1663 82 cts. had 
been paid, leaving adebt of $967 18 cts. 
besides a moiety of the Agent’s expenses, 
equal to $941 83 cts.—Total of debt on the 
score of education that year, $1909 01 ct. 
The past year has been somewhat less, 
owing to the operation of the College, 
say about $1500. ; to which add a moiety 
of the Agent’s expenses, equal to $823 
26 cts. making, together, $2323 26¢ cts. 
of which has been paid the sum of $262 
29 cents, leaving a debt of $3969 98 cts. 
This debt has been, and is still sustained, 
by the Agent’s having appropriated his 
own compensation for services, and all 
that has been given him personally, or 
at his discretion,. to this object, and by 
borrowing on his own responsibility ; 
and, although the amount is alarming, 
such are the exigencies of the churches, 
that it is impossible to turn away from 
the advantages of education, indigent, 
promising young brethren, called of God 
and licensed by the churches to preach 
the gospel, so long as the possibility of 
supporting them, by any means, remains! 
it is, however, certainly important that 
the friends of education should immedi- 
ately awake to this object. Brethren, 
help! The necessities of the churches 
impressively call on you to heip/ The 
eause of Him who shed his blood for 
your salvation, calls on you to help! 
Your own best ifferests demand of you 
to help / 


The pecuniary concerns of the Colim- 
bian College are in as favourable a train 
as could, under circumstances of such 
general pressure and embarrassment 
throughout the country, have been ex- 
pected. Considerable debt still exists ; 
and, to prevent it from assuming an in- 
jurious shape and tendency, very great 
exertions are requisite: but the sub- 
scriptions that have been entered, more

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than equal the amount of debt. It will, 


however, require time to collect these 
subscriptions. 


Besides what has been done by the 
Agent, and a few other individuals, Pro- 


| fessor Alva Woods, in a late tour to the 


south, got subscribed, in about four 
months, nearly $14,000, and collected 
between 3 and 4000 dollars. The whole 
amount of subscriptions obtained by him, 
in various parts of the United States, is 
$17,785 53 cts.; whole amount collect- 
ed by him, $6,324 70 cts. He is now 
about going to Europe; and, it is ex- 
pected, will be able to procure a first 
rate Philosophical Apparatus, many va- 
luable books, and, perhaps, in addition 
to these, some portion of funds. 

The subscriptions for endowing the 
professorships of Languages and Bibiical 
Literature, and of Ecclesiastical History 
and Christian Discipline, are filling up ; 
but time will be required, and great ex- 
ertions, to complete them. It is impor- 
tant this should be done, and that as 
soon as practicable, in order to render 
tuition in the Theological Department 
free. 

It is also important that the subscrip: 
tion for endowing the Presidency of the 
College be filled up as rapidly as possi- 
ble, especially as it is expected the Pre- 
sident will soon remove with his family 
to a residence near the institution, and 
means must be provided for his support. 

Scholarships, too, should be provided, 
with all convenient readiness, for the 
maintenance of indigent young brethren 
while acquiring that degree of education 
which, with the blessing of the Lord, 


may contribute to enlarge the sphere of 


their usefulness. As yet only two scho 
larships have been founded. Scholar. 
shi No. 1, made up by individual sub- 
scriptions of various amounts, and Judson 
Sciiolarship, subscribed by an individual, 
to be paid by instalments of two hundred 
dollars a year, till the $2000 are paid. — 
May others do likewise # 


It will be recollected, that the next 
triennial meeting of the General Con- 
vention will be held in Washington, com- 
mencing the last Wednesday of April, 
1823 ; and that, on the first Monday in 
May following, the Trustees of the afore 
said College, for three years, will be 
elected. The number then to be chosen 
will be thirty-one. Those societies con- 
nected with the Convention, or other 
similar ones that may be formed, that 
pay $50. a year to the purposes of edu- 


cation, or $50. a year to the Treasurer of 
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the Convention, designating only $ 5. of 
the same for education, will be entitled 
to appoint one elector of the Trustees— 
for a hundred dollars annually, two elec- 
tors, and soon. It is hoped the Socie- 
ties, Churches, and Associations will, as 
generally as practicable, represent them- 
selves by delegates in the Convention. 


—The business is vast and important, | 


and should be under the management of | 


the wisest and best men in our country. 


By looking over the minutes of the 
Associations, it is gratifying to perceive 
that the missionary spirit is manifestly 
gaining ground in various parts of our 
country; and those prejudices, which 
have beencherished and propagated by 
mistaken views, are gradually wearing 
away. 

Besides the societies mentioned in the 





letter of the Agent to the Corresponding | 
Secretary, the Rev. Mr. Evans, missionary | 
in Ohio, assisted in the formation of 
“The Centreville Benevolent Society,” 
and * The Benevolent Society in Troy,” 
in that state, having particular regard to 
the Fort Wayne mission. The Rev. Mr. 
Chase, missionary in Vermont, assisted 
in the formation of a missionary society 
at the Manchester Association, besides 
reviving several female societies, and has 
the prospect of forming several more. 
Others may have been formed, which, at 
the moment of preparing this Report, 
have escaped from recollection. 


It is also gratifying to perceive, by the 
additions to the churches, as seen in the 
Table of Associations, that revivals have 
been experienced, more or less, in all 
the northern states, and in some parts of 
the southern and western. From these 
revivals, there is reason to hope that 
many will come forward in the ministry. 
But, alas! as yet, how many churches 
are destitute of pastors! How many sec- 
tions of country are destitute of stated 
preaching! How many in Christian coun- 
tries, besides the multitudes in heathen 
lands, hear not the gospel! Pray ye 
the Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers. 

’ There are 169 associations, besides the 
Sabbatarian General Conference, some 
other Conferences and Yearly Meetings, 
—and many unassociated churches. 

_ The returns from the list of associa- 
tions in the Table, give 212,599 mem- 
bers. Suppose the same proportion in 
those from which no return has been 
made, or which are not in the‘habit of 
giving their numbers, and the aggregate 


In other bodies, and unassociated church- 
es, suppose 32,079, will make the whole 
number of Baptist communicants in the 
United States, 256,636. 

The number baptized last year in 135 
associations was 13,109. Suppose «the 
same proportion in the other associa- 
tions from which regular returns have 
not been received, will make the aggre- 
gate number baptized last year 16,410; 
besides those in other bodies, and in un- 
associated churches, 

The number of churches returned in 
141 associations, will be found to be 
3122. The same proporticn in the other 
associations, will give the total in the 
regular associations, 3520.

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MISSION TO BURMAH. 


Journal of Mr. Judson, continued from 
March 11, 1821. 


Arnit 25th.—Some time previous to 
the last date, I resolved on opening the 
zayat, and residing there as formerly; 
but soon relinquished the intention fora 
time, in consequence of engaging Moung 
Shwa-gnong to assist me in a thorough 
revision of those parts of the New Tes- 
tement which are translated, but not 
yet printed; namely, the epistle to the 
Ephesians, and the first part of Acts. We 
have, at length, finished the revision; 
and I this day re-commence occupying 
the zayat. 

Max 4th.—Several days have passed, 
without any encouraging occurrence. 
The zayat never attracted less company, 
and I began to fear that the good old 
times of 1819 would never again return. 
A case, however, has just occurred, which 
reminds me of those times. I never be- 
fore met with an instance of such open- 
ness of mind, and readiness to receive 
the truth, on first communication. ‘The 
man is a regular bred Boodhist, without 
the least tincture of semi-atheism; and 
yet, strange to say, he listened to the 
truth with unprecedented candour, and 
apparent eagerness, for above two hours. 
1 am sure I shall see him again—but yet, 
what have I found more fallacious than 
first appearances ? 

May 5th.—Mr. Lansago arrived from 
Ava last night. Ihave just had an in- 
terview with him. On receiving my let- 
ter, he mentioned us before the emperor, 
who remembered that we were zaudees. 
Mr. L. contradicted the aspersion—said 
we were true men, &c.; to which his 

majesty made no reply. 

Mr. Ignatius, the principal Roman ca- 
tholic priest in Rangoon, is going to Ava, 
by order of the emperor, to take the 
place of the old priest, in the medical 
jine. Mr. L. thinks that the emperor will 
not come down to Rangoon, and that the 
Siamese war will not be continued. 

* May 6th, Zerd’s-day.—From various 
causes, there were only three of the bap- 
tized present at worship, and yet we had 
an assembly of above twenty adults, in 
all the varioys stages of religious inqui-

, Ty; some almost ready to profess reli- 
| gion, aud some just beginning to open 
their eyes to the wonders of redeeming 
| love. Among the rest were two-aged 
/men, devout worshippers of Gaudama, 
and constant attendants on the lectures 
of the Mangen teacher. They listened 
with fixed attention to.a long discu: 
from the parable of the pharis 
publican; and one of them declar 
self pleased with the doctrine. 
was also present, for the first time, a 
relation of Moung Shwa-ba, from the 
upper part of the country, who has re- 
ceived considerable information from his 
cousin. He was so much del:ghted with 
' some things which he heard, that, in the 
| midst of the discourse, he broke out inte

_ audible expressions of approbation. 


After worship, we heard that the for- 
mer viceroy, Moung Shwa-thah, has incur. 
red the displeasure of the emperor, and 
been degraded from all his titles and 
employments; so that he will not, proba- 
bly, be again allowed to supersede Mya- 
day-men in the viceroyship of Rangoon. 

May 12th, Satwrday.—Have had seve- 
ral attentive listeners, during the past 
week. Some of my old visiters from 
Rambet, and other villages, begin to 
find that the doors of the zayat are again 
open. 

May 14th.—A succession of company 
through the day. <A priest of some note 
listened with mugh apparent candour, 
and some expressions of approval. 

May 15th.—Despatched the manuscript 
of Ephesians, and the first part of Acts, 
to Serampore, requesting brother Hough 
to procure an edition of 600 of each, at 
the expense of the Board. 

At night, received a visit from Moung 
Gwa, brother-in-law to Moung Shwa-ba. 
He wasaccompanied by one Moung Thah- 
ee, an intractable, furious creature, noted 
for brow-beating and silencing every 
antagonist. He professes to be a strict 
Boodhist, without the least doubt on the 
subject of religion; but having heard of 
my object in coming to this country, 
wishes to give me an opportunity of 
making him doubt, I found him ex- 
tremely difficult to manage, and finally 
told him, that he must get an humble 
mind, and pray to the true God, or he 
would never attain true wisdom. This 
threw him intoa passion. He said he 
would have we to know that he was no 
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éommnon man. He could dispute with 
governors and kings, &c. I then gave 
him atract, which he affected to disdain, 
but finally received, and went away. 

May 16th.—Moung Gwa called to apo- 
logize for his companion’s conduct. He 
said, that from being always victorious 
in disputation, he had become insolent 
and overbearing ; but that he was really 
mquiring after the truth, and had been 
reading the tract attentively. Moung 
Gwa himself seems to be favourably dis- 
posed to the Christian religion. 

May 17th.—Moung Thah-ee spent the 
whole evening with me. I find that he 
has a strong mind, capable of grasping 
thé most difficult subject. He listened 
to the truth with much more attention 
and patience than at first. 

May 18th.-Moung Thah-ee came again, 
accompanied by several of his admirers. 
At first he behaved with some propriety, 
and allowed conversation to proceed in 
aregular manner. But soon he descend- 
ed into his own native element and 
stormed and raged. When I found that 
he would be utterly unreasonable, and 
tot permit me even to finish a sentence, 
I remained silent, and suffered him to 
display himself? When he was quite 
exhausted, I took an opportunity to ex- 
hibit a brief view of the reasons which 
convinced me that the religion of Gau- 
dama is false, and the Boodhist scrip- 
tures fictitious; and then challenged 
him to refute my statement. But he 
declined, saying that we were both tired, 
and he would finish the debate some 
other time. 

May 19th.—A succession of company 
all the day. At night, Moung Thah-ee 
éame alone, intending to have some pri- 
vate conversation; but no opportunity 
éffered. 

May 20th, Lord’s-day—Encountered 
another new character, one Moung Long, 
ftom the neighbourhood of Shwa-doung, 
a disciple of the great Toung-dwen teach- 
er, the acknowledged head of all the se- 
thi-atheists in the country. Like the rest 
of the sect, Moung Long is, in reality, a 
complete sceptic, scarcely believing his 
6wn existence. They say he is always 
quarrelling with his wife, on some meta- 
physical point. For instance: if she 
says, “ The rice is ready ;” he will reply, 
“Rice! What is rice? Is it matter, or 
spirit’ Is it an idea, or is it non-entity ?” 
Perhaps she will say, “ It is matter ;” and 
Ke will reply, “ Well, wife, and what is 
matter? Are you sure there is such a 


thing in existence, or are you merely | 


subject to a delusion of the senses ?”

When he first came in, 1 thought him 


an ordinary man. Sie has only one 
eye; but I soon discovered, that that 
one eye has as “ great a quantity of be- 
ing,” as halfa dozen common eyes. In 
his manners, he is just the reverse of 
Moung* Thah-ee—all suavity and humi-x 
lity, and respect. He professed to be 
an inquirer after the truth; and I ac- 
cordingly opened to him some parts of 
the gospel. He listened with great se- 
riousnessy and, when I ceased speaking, 
remained so thoughtful, and apparent- 
ly impressed with the truth, that I be¢ 
gan to hope he would come to some 
good, and therefore invited him to asp 
some question, relative to what he had 
heard. “ Your servant,” said he, “has 
not much to inquire of your lordship. 
In your lordship’s sacred speech, how- 
ever, there are one or two words which 
your servant does not understand. Your 
lordship says, that in the beginning God 
created one man and one woman. I do 
not understand (I beg your lordship’s 
pardon) what a man is, and why he is 
called aman.” My eyes were now open- 
ed, in an instant, to his real character; 
and F had the happiness to be enabled, 
for about twenty minutes, to lay blow 
after blow upon his sceptical head with 
such effect, that he kept falling and fall- 
ing; and though he made several des- 
perate efforts to get up, he found him¢ 
self at last prostrate on the ground, un- 
able to stir. Moung Shwa-gnong, who 
had been an attentive listener, was ex- 
tremely delighted to see his enemy so 
well punished; for this Moung Long has 
sorely harassed him in time past. The 
poor man was not, however, in the least 
angry at his discomfiture; but, in the 
true spirit of his school, said, that though 
he had heard much of me, the reality 
far exceeded the report. Afterwards he 
jemed us in worship, and listened with 
great attention, as did also his wife. 
Max 2ist.—Moung Thah-ee came 
again with several others; but he was 
so outrageous, and vulgar, and abusive. 
that I found it mpossible to hold any 
rational conversation with him; and he 
finally went away in a great passion, say- 
ing, that he had been sent by some men 
in authority to spy us out, and that by 


| to-morrow he would bring us into trou- 


ble. Such threatenings tend to sink our 
spirits, and make us realize our truly 
helpless, destitute condition, as sheep 
in the midst of wolves: “Lord, behold 
their threatenings,” &c. 

May 27th, Lord’s-day.—A very busy 


+ day. Had scarcely dismissed the fer 
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Evropeans, who attend English worship 
in the morning, when the Burman visit- 
ers began to come in; and though many 
of the disciples were absent, we finally 
had an assembly of thirty persons, who 
paid most earnest and uninterrupted at- 
tention to a discourse of about half an 
hour, from the text—* By one man’s 
tlisobedience many were made sinners.” 
A few, who visited the zayat during the 
past week, were present for the first 
tume. One of them, by name Moung 
Hila, may be claimed among the hopeful 
inquirers. Moung Long was again pre- 
sent, and another disciple of the Toung- 
dwen teacher, of equal powers of mind ; 
but these keen metaphysicians are, I 
fear, far from the kingdom of heaven. 

June 3d, Lord’s-day —A new acquaint- 
ance of last week, of Siamese extraction, 
and Moung Hla, and Moung Long were 

resent with the usual assembly. Mah 
Myat-la, sister of Mah Men-la, appears 
to be resolved, at length, to profess reli- 
gion. 

June 4th.—Moung Long spent two or 
three hours with ine, in which I endea- 
youred to lay before him all the evi- 
dences of the truth of the Christian reli- 
gion. His wife proves to be as sha 
as himself, and has been harassing Mrs. 
J. with all sorts of questions about the 
possibility of sin’s finding entrance into 
& pure mind, or of its being permitted 
under the government of a holy sove- 
reign. 

I have this day taken Moung Shwa- 
ba into the service of the mission. He 


bids fairer than any other member of 


the church to be qualified, in due time, 
for the ministry. For though inferior to 
Moung Thahdah in fluency of speech, 
and to Moung Shwa-gnong in genius and 
address, he is superior to the former in 
consistency of character and gravity of 
deportment, and to the latter in experi- 
inental acquaintance with divine things, 
und devotedness to the cause. But the 
principal trait of character which distin- 
guishes him from the rest, and affords 
considerable evidence that he is called 
by higher authority than that of man to 
the Christian ministry, is his humble and 
persevering desire for that office—a de- 
sire which sprung up in his heart soon 
after his conversion, and has been grow- 
ing ever since. I intend to employ him, 
at present, as an assistant in the zayat, 
on a small allowance of seven or eight 
yupees a month, which I hope the Board 
will approve of. In that situation, he 
will have an opportunity of improving 











in thage qualifications, which are requi- °

i! site to fit him to be a teacher of religion 


among his fellow countrymen. 

June 8th.—The Siamese spent several] 
hours with me, His mind is just on the 
poise between Boodhism andChristianity, 

June 10th, Lord’s-day—Moung Long 
again present—all eye and ear. Mrs. J. 
pronounces his wife the most superior 
woman, in point of intellect, that she 
has met with in Burmah. 

After evening worship, Mah Myat-la 
presented her petition for admission into 
the church, which was granted, and next 
Sunday appointed for her baptism. The 
evidences of her piety are of the most 
satisfactory kind. We esteem her quite 
as highly as her sister Mah Men-la, 
though she is far inferior in external 
qualifications, 

Juse 11th—Moung Long and wife 
spent most of the day with us. Their 
minds are in a truly hopeful state, though 


still greatly governed by the maxims of 


the Toung-dwen gchool. Their main in- 
quiry to-day was—How they could ob- 
tain faith in Christ. May the Holy Spirit 
solve their difficulties, by giving them 
an experimental acquaintance with that 
saving grace ! 

June 14th.—An intimate friend of the 


‘Woon-gyee-gah-dan told Mrs. J. to-day, 


in presence of her highness, who, by 
silence, assented to the correctness of 
the remark, that when the emperor 
and others in government said that 
all might believe and worship as they 
please, the toleration extended merely 
to foreigners resident in the empire, and 
by no means to native Burmans, who, 
being slaves of the emperor, would not 
be allowed, with impunity, to renounce 
the religion of their master. This re- 
mark accords with all that we heard at 
Ava, and may be depended on, (notwith- 
standing some private encouragement 
we have received from the viceroy and 
his wife), as affording a correct view of 
the state of religious toleration in this 
country. It is a fact, that, except in our 
own private circle, it is not known that a 
single individual has actually renounced 
Boodhism, and been initiated into the 
Christian religion. 

Mah Myat-la informs us, that the news 
of her intended baptism has been ru- 
moured among her neighbours, and ex- 
cited a great uproar. -She is not, how- 
ever, disheartened; but rather wishes 
that her baptism may not be deferred 
till Sunday, lest some measures be taken 
to prevent it. I expect that she will 
present herself for baptism to-morrow 
eyening; but am obliged to close up 
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this number, as the vessel by which it 
is conveyed is just going down the river. 
Pray for us and our little church. 





Journal continued from June 14, 1821. 


Junst 15th.—According to the purpose 
mentioned under the last date, Mah My- 
at-la received baptism, about sunset, at 
the usual place. 

Juty 3d.—Moung Thah-lah wasmarried 
to a woman resident in our yard, a usual 
attendant on public worship ;—the event 
somewhat noticeable, as being probably 
the first Christian marriage ever per- 
formed between persons of pure Burman 
extraction. 

Juty 14th.—The first day of Burman 
lent. The Woon-gyee-gah-dan, notwith- 
standing all she has heard from Mrs. J., 
set out, most zealously, in her course of 
religious performances; and the whole 
town seems to be following her example. 

Many cases of hopeful inquiry, and 
interesting religious conversation, have 
occurred within the last month; but 
they passed away without much appa- 
rent fruit, and are therefore not worthy 
of notice. Moung Long and his wife are 
the most promising at present; and I 
begin to indulge some slight hope, that 
they will obtain divine grace. 

In the interval of receiving company, 
I have lately been employed in trans- 
lating ; have finished the Gospel and 
Epistles of John, those exquisitely sweet 
and precious portions of the New-Tes- 
tament, and am now employed on the 
latter part of Acts, I find Moung Shwa- 
ba a most valuable assistant, in all parts 
of missionary work. Moung Shwa-gnong 
also begins ‘to be dissatisfied with be- 
ing a mere disciple, and hopes that he 
shall some time be thought worthy of be- 
ing a teacher of the Christian religion.’ 
These two, with Mah Men-la, are, at 
present, the flower of our little church. 
I have no reason, however, to complain 
of the conduct of any, considering the 
great disadvantages under which they 
all labour. Some have grown compara- 
tively cold; but none have forgotten 
their first love. Praise for ever be to 
Him, 

“ Who is faithful to his promises, 
And faithful to his Son.” 

Ave. 4th.—Am just recovering from 
the second fit of sickness which I have 
had this season. The first was the cho- 
lera morbus; the present has been a 
fever. The second day after I was taken, 
Mrs. J. was taken with the same; and, 
for several days, we lay side by side,

Divine mercy, however, we contrived te 
get our medicines from time to time, 
and‘are now in a convalescent state, so 
far as the fever is concerned, Mrs. J, 
however, is suffering severely under the 
liver complaint, which, notwithstanding 
continual salivations, is making such 
rapid and alarming advances, as to pre~ 
clude all hope of her recovery, in this 
part of the world. 

Ave, 6th.—Came to a final conclusion 
to send Mrs, Judson to America, for the 
reasons assigned in a letter to the Cor- 
responding Secretary, accompanying 
this number.

Letter from Mr. Judson to the Cor, Sec, 
Rangoon, Aug. 9, 1821. 
REV. AND DEAR SIR, 

Tut crisis which I have long endea. 
youred to avert, has at length arrived, 
and I find myself under the most distress- 
ing necessity of giving my consent to 
Mrs. Judson’s departure for America, 

When we were in Bengal last year, 
we received the following documents— 
the first from Mrs. J.’s attending physi- 
cian, and the other from the brethren of 
the Serampore Mission :-— 


* Mrs, Judson’s case seems to me @ 
chronic affection of the liver, with con- 
comitant disorder in the functions of the 
intestines, particularly the duodenum, 
The probable result of her return to 
Rangoon, in her present state, would be 
a return of all the symptoms with the hot 
weather. Under her present ecircum- 
stances, therefore, I have no hesitation 
in recommending a voyage to America, 
which will, in all human probability, 
completely restore her health, and ena- 
ble her, under God’s blessing, to return 
quite renovated to her scene of labour 
and usefulness.

Notwithstanding the tenor of these 
documents, our reluctance to adopt the 
course recommended, induced us to 
catch at the partial encouragement given 
us by another eminent physician, whom 
we subsequently consulted, and to de- 

art from the decision of our better 
judgment; and we accordingly return- 
ed to make one more trial in Rangoon. 

The event has accorded with the 
prediction of Dr. Chalmers. For a few 
months, the mercurial remedies which 
he prescribed to Mrs. J. kept the disor- 
der at bay; but they now begin to lose 
all their efficacy; and scarcely are the 
effects of one salivation suffered to sub- 
side, when she is obliged to have re- 
course to another. The pain in her side 
is almost incessant, and begins to be 
attended with those alarming symptoms, 
which forced us to Bengal last year. 

In these circumstances, I feel that 
there is no alternative ; and I acquiesce 
in the present measure, however painful 
to our feelings, under the full conviction 
that it is absolutely necessary, in order 
to avert a more painful separation, which 
must otherwise be realized in the course 
of a very few months—a separation final, 
and precluding all further hope in this 
world. * 

Being entirely alone, I do not feel au- 
thorized to make any special appropria- 
tion of mission money, especially as I do 
not know what the expense of passages 
will be. But I cheerfully refer this sub- 
ject to the decision of the Board. We 
hope that one, at least, of the passages 
may be procured at a small expense, 
perhaps gratis, particularly as we hear 
that the Benjamin Rush is now in Bengal. 

Whatever money Mrs. J. may need in 
America, I beg may be paid to her order 
on the Treasurer; and all such money I 
shall pass to the credit of the Board, and 
deduct from my usual allowance, in the 
same manner as money taken up of the 
Agent of the Board in Bengal. I have 
made such gen prove as will prevent 








the necessity of burdening the Board 
with any additional expense on this oc- 


casion, except that of passages at sea; 
and for this, my only apology must be 
the extreme necessity of the case. 
Finally, I beg leave to recommend 
Mrs. J. to the kindness of the friends and 
patrons of the mission, as one who has 
faithfully laboured many years in their 
service ; and whose sole object in visit- 
ing her native country once more, is ta 
recover her health and strength, that 
she may devote the remainder of her 
days to the promotion of the Redeemer’s 
cause, among the perishing Burmans.

MISSION TO CHITTAGONG, 


Letter from Mr. Colman to the Cor. Sec. 
Chittagong, Aug. 13, 1821. 
REV. AND DEAR SIR, 


My last, dated June Sth, informed you 
that the supreme government of Bengat 
had given me permission to reside in the 
district of Chittagong. I have now the 
happiness of stating, that liberty. has 
been obtained from the judge of the 
district to erect a building at Cox’s Ba- 
zar. It will probably cost $200, and will 
be ready to receive us in the course of 
four or five months. I shall feel much 
pleasure in removing from this place, and 
in mingling again with those to whom 
I can communicate something of Diving 
truth, although in a broken manner. 

Cox’s Bazar is the largest and most 
central of the Arakanese villages in the 
British dominions. It contains, accord- 
ing to the smallest calculation, 30,000 
inhabitants, and is surrounded by vil- 
lages which present an inviting field for 
occasional labour. It is situated forty 
miles from the river Gnat, which divides 
the English possessions from those of his 
Burman majesty. Between the banks of 
this river, there is a constant communi- 
cation, and although it would be impru- 
dent for a missionary to cross over, yet 
frequent opportunities will be afforded 
of sending truth to every part of Arakan, 
by means of tracts and portions of the 
scripture. Besides, Cox’s Bazar, on ac- 
count of its advantageous situation, has 
long been resorted to by Burman boats 
that trade to various parts of Bengal. 
At that place they often remain several 
months, thus affording an excellent op- 
portunity of supplying them with a 
“ merchandise better than that of gold 
or silver.” 

Nor is it an unimportant circumstance 
that, throughout British India, the ut- 
most freedom of inquiry, as it respects 
religious matters, is allowed. While it 
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is readily admitted, that the Holy Spirit 
can operate under the most disadvanta- 
geous circumstances, yet the facilities to 
missionary labour which are afforded by 
a tolerant government should be highly 
appreciated. Divine Providence, in 
cominitting to the care of a Christian na- 
tion sixty millions of heathen, has evi- 
dently opened a field for the display of 
Christian benevolence, and said to the 
missionary, Enter in, and sow the seed 
of the kingdom. Some have obeyed the 
eall, and in the spring-time of exertion 
are reaping a harvest. And it is a most 
encouraging fact, that a part of those 
who are blessed with the benignant sway 
of Britain, speaks the language of the 
only eastern nation to which the atten- 
tion and benevolence of the American 
Baptists have been directed; that they 
inhabit a country which is separated 
from the Burman empire only by a nar- 
row river; and that every prudent en- 
deavour to effect their conversion can be 
made, without the least apprehension of 
government interference. 

Charity schools for the instruction of 
the poor have been justly viewed with 
a favourable eye by missionaries in every 
country. They afford an opportunity of 
stocking with religious knowledge the 
youthful mind, which would otherwise 
be filled with the falsehoods of a heathen 
theology. Schools of this kind can, I 


think, be established at Cox’s Bazar. |

It would afford me much satisfaction 
could I venture, in this communication, 
to request the appointment of another 
missionary for this station. But it is un- 
certain whether a license for him could 
be immediately obtained; and, without 
that, his situation would be precarious. 

I cannot close without acknowledging 
the obligations Iam under to E. Lee 
Warner, Esq. judge of Chittagong. 
From my arrival at this place until the 
present time, he has treated me with 
much kindness. It is, under a superin- 
tending Providence, principally owing to 
his influence that a government license 
has been obtained, and I am also indebt- 
ed to him for the privilege of erecting a 
house at Cox’s Bazar. 

Commending myself once more to the 
prayers and direction of my honoured 
patrons, I remain, yours, &c.

MY DEAR BROTHER, 

I REcEIVED yours, dated May 21, 1821, 
by our esteemed brother, Dr. Price, 
whom we truly love, and with whom we 
have enjoyed much spiritual communion 
during his short stay with us. I hope 
while { write this he is approaching near 
to the place of his destination, on which 
his heart has been set for so many years. 
You will by this opportunity hear from 
him; therefore, I shall turn to another 
subject. 

The dollars safely arrived; and, re- 
specting them, allow me to transcribe 
from our Union register the following 
resolutions : 

* Oct. 3d, 1821.—II1. That in compli- 
ance with the wish of the Baptist Board 
of Foreign Missions, communicated in

“ Oct. 5th, 1821.—That, agreeably to 
Resolution III. of the last meeting, bro- 
ther Lawson be requested to write to the 
Baptist Board of Foreign Missions, Uni- 
ted States, communicating our willing- 
ness to act as their Agents, agreeably to 
their request; but expressing our ear- 
nest hope, that, from our inability to be 
responsible for any large deficiency, they 
would be particularly careful to relieve 
us from embarrassment, by constantly 
maintaining a balance in the hands of 
their Agents.” 

fam willing to do what I can to pro- 
mote the interests and wishes of the 
American Baptist Missionary Society, all 
of whose eastern missionarics I so well 
iknow, and so much esteem; and many 
of whose most able supporters I so much 
loved, while sojourning in their highly 
favoured land in my way to the East. 

Mrs, Judson is at present living under 
our roof. She is recommended to visit 
America for her health. 

Brother Colman is doing well at Chit- 
tagong. I am happy that a petition to 
government respecting him has been, to 
our delight, most successful. The diffi- 
culties of getting to that station have 
been smegteery ones. Brother C. has a 
noble field before him, which I trust will 
be a refuge, if one is needed, for those 
at Rangoon. 

Mrs. Jones (formerly Wheelock) lives 
very near us, and is a solid, consistent 
member of our church, 

We have built a delightful little cha- 
pel in the Circular Road, near our 
Young Ladies’ Seminary, and have an 
increasing congregation. It is not long 
since, that I baptized there an interest- 
ing young Brahmun, and Mr. Hart, one 
of the Pedobaptist missionaries, and an 





able preacher in the Bengallee language ,; 
and also a dragoon from his lordship’s 
body guard—cne that had fought at the 
battle of Waterloo without fear, but who 
is now as meek as a little child. 

Brother Hough is about to proceed to 
Rangoon. At this I much rejoice, as he 
is a truly pious, valuable man. 

We have had a great deal of affliction 
amongst us lately, so that much of our 
public work has been impeded ; but we 
trust that benefit has been derived from 
the afflictions suffered. Brother E, Carey 
is still so weak as to be obliged to go 
down to the Sand Heads for his health. 

This morning the elder young ladies 
in our seminary, with several of the lead- 
ing persons in Calcutta, have been to an 
examination of one of our schools for 
female natives. They have been much 
gratified. There is a great feeling on 
this subject. I trust much will be done 
in this way. Our brethren continue, as 
far as bodily health permits, to preach 
at our places for native worship ; and we 
are not without pleasing anticipations, 
should our lives be spared, for their ful- 
filment. 

We have found in captain Moore a 
most excellent Christian ; but our habi- 
tation is so far from the busy scenes of 
mercantile life, that we have not had his 
company.as often as we wished. We 
expect him to dine with us to-morrow, 
as also the son of Dr. Spring. — 

I must now close. Mrs. Lawson joins 
me in love to Mrs. S. and family, and to all 
our dear friends in Philadelphia. Poor 
brother Chamberlain is gone to England, 
for health; but I have very little hope 
that he can survive the voyage. He was, 
without any excc ption, to my knowledge, 
one of the very first rea] missionaries in 
India; preaching incessantly the Cross 
of Christ to the heathen, with a most 
masterly command of the language, and

The regard which they entertain- | 
ed for his amiable character, in- | 
duced them to treat with respect 
the messages which he delivered ; 
but no pungent convictions, that 
he knew, were yet experienced 
by a single Burman. His situa- 
tion too, for commerce with the 
Natives, was unfavourable, The 
mission-house was remote from 
any other dwelling, and at a dis- 
tance from the public road. Con- 
sequently he had few visiters ; and 
attempts to go out for the purpose 
of finding auditors, caused such a 
waste of time and interruption of 
study, that he deemed it impru- 
dent often to indulge in them. The 
tracts, as soon as they were set in 
circulation, excited considerable 
inguiry. Every morning Mr. J. 
distributed a few of them, as op- 
portunities presented, and some- 
times said a few wards to those 
he met. The good effect of ad- 
dressing the natives in this way, 
soon became evident. Several 
persons who had received them, 
came to the mission-house to in- 
quire further about the new doc- 
trine, and professed a strong de- 
sire to become acquainted with the 
religion of Yeshoo Cregt. If the 
whole Scriptures were placed in 
their hands, they would, no doubt, 
make constant use of them; and 
the enlightening influences of the 
Holy Spirit, which accompany 
all serious inquiries, would make 











as usual, a Burman of respectable. 
appearance, followed by a servant, 
called to see him. Mr. J. at first 
suspected that he had come from 
the custom-house, to enforce a tri. 
fling request which in the morn- 
ing had been declined. But he 
soon undeceived and astonished 
him, by asking, “ How long will it 
take me to learn the religion of Je- 
sus?” Mr. Judson replied, that 
such a question could not be an- 
swered. If God gave light and 
wisdom, the religion of Jesus 
would soon be learnt; but, with. 
out God, a man might study al! 
the days of his life, and make no 
proficiency. To an interrogation 
how he knew any thing of Jesus? 
the Burman answered, that he had 
seen “two little books.” Mr. J. 


| asked him, Who is Jesus? “ He. 


is the Son of God, who, pitying 
creatures, came into this world, 
and suffered death in their stead.” 
Who is God? “He is a being 
without beginning or end, who is 
not subject to old age and death, 
but always is.” This was the first 
acknowledgment of an eternal God 
that Mr. J. had ever heard from 
the lips af a Burman, and the 
feelings it excited were indescrib, 
able. A tract and catechism were 
now given him, both of which he 
immediately recognized, and read- 
ing in them promiscuously to his 
attendant, exclaimed, “ This is the 
true God—this is the right way,” 
&c. He was very importunate for 
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“more of that sort of writing,” 
and seemed to have no curiosity 
for any thing else. The Burmans 
generally had been found very in- 
quisitive about the manners and 
customs of Mr. J.’s country,—but 
the present inquirer appeared to 
have no curiosity of this kind. 
The first two half sheets of Mat- 
thew’s Gospel, containing the first 
five chapters, were now presented 
to him; on which he instantly rose, 
as if his business was all done, and 
having received an invitation to 
come again, he departed. 

The advantage of having a na- 
tive preacher to aid in dissemina- 
ting the truth, became every day 
more and more apparent. Sucha 
minister could at once assail their 
prejudices in all the diversified 
forms they might assume; and, 


by his intimate acquaintance with | 


the idiom of the language, could 
enforce upon their minds the sa- 
cred truths of the gospel, by argu- 
ments the most powerful and fa- 
miliar. The brethren had been 
informed that Mr. De Bruyn, mis- 
sionary at Chittagong, had bap- 
tized several of the Mugs and 
“Arrakanese, and also one real 
Burman. To employ one of these 
converts was considered an object 
of great importance; and as an 
opportunity presented itself of go- 
ing direct to Chittagong and re- 
turning in the same vessel, it was 
thought proper that Mr. Judson 
should go in her for that purpose. 
Accordingly, he embarked on the 
24th of December 1817, expecting 
to resume his labours in Rangoon 
in two or three months. But the |

Lord had,ordered it otherwise. 
By reason of contrary winds, and 
the unmanageableness of the ship, 
in the difficult navigation along 
the coast, in one month after leav-, 
ing Rangoon they were at a great 
distance from the port of desti+ 
nation; and as the season was so 
far advanced as to preclude the 
possibility of reaching it, the cap- 
tain and supercargo determined 
on proceeding to Madras. Before 
leaving the coast they put into 
Cheduba, a place under Burman 
government, for a supply of pro- 
visions. Mr. J. was unable to go 
ashore, but sent a tract in the boat. 
It was conveyed directly to the go- 
vernor, who erdered it to be read 
in his presence, Soon after, when 
the captain of the ship had an au- 
dience, the gevernor inquired af- 
ter the writer of the tract. The 
captain evaded some questions, 
probably through fear of deter- 
tion, and barely stated that the 
writer was a foreigner, who had 
resided in Rangoon about four 
years. “ Wo,” said the governor, 
that is not to be credited. You can- 
not make me believe that a foreign- 
er, in 60 short a time, has learnt the 


language so well, It must have 


} deen written by some other person,” 


This testimony to the proficiency 
of Mr. Judson in studying the lan- 
guage, without the aid of a gram« 
mar or dictionary, is highly cre- 
ditable to his talents; and attests 
his ability to make out a transla- 
tion of the scriptures, with all the 
correctness which a critical know- 
ledge of the Burman is calculated 
to impart.
